The Mattapoisett Bulldogs Special Olympics 
basketball team is hard at work practicing dribbling, 
passing and shooting in anticipation for the Special 
Olympics Massachusetts (SOMA) Winter Games in 
Worcester scheduled for March 13 and 14. 

SOMA offers training and competition in an array 
of sports for individuals with intellectual disabilities, and 
supports 11,639 athletes and "unified partners'' (players 
without disabilities) who are assisted by 1,642 coaches 
and 12,343 volunteers throughout the state. The Winter 
Games is one of its capstone events, which will include 
competitions in basketball, alpine skiing, Nordic skiing, 
bowling, figure and speed skating, and floor hockey and a 
ritzy evening fundraiser featuring Elton John. 

The Mattapoisett team has been hitting the hoops 
weekly since October for the enjoyment of the sport and 
in preparation for the big event, reported Head Coach 
Deb Allaire. Players include five athletes and six Unified 
Partners from between the ages of eight and 15 years old. 
In addition to Coach Allaire - a former SE gymnastics 
coach who has been with the team for three years - the 
Bulldogs are assisted by Mike Bowman and Tracy Lee. 

"They have gotten very excited since we 
qualified," the coach said, who attributed the excitement 
to the team's successful completion of a tournament in 
Brockton on February 11. "If you show up, you qualify.

Anti-War Buddhists Pass Through Area

While most of us bunkered down in our offices 
and homes on the particularly cold day of February 24, 
about a dozen members of the Nipponzan Myohoji, a 
Japanese Buddhist Order, and their supporters could be 
seen walking, chanting and banging a drum along Route 
6. 
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Their message: End All War. "[We] walk 
believing that we ordinary people can bring forth the 
powder of peace and equity both w^ithin our daily lives 
locally and w^ithin the governmental and economic power 
structure/' their pamphlet stated. 

In total, the group's march - which they call 
''The Walk for a New Spring" - traverses the four 
states of Vermont, New Hampshire, Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts and will net about 184 miles. The group 
averages about 16 miles per day and shuttles by car when 
needed. 

The anti-war group was planning to reach Bourne 
by the end of the day - with the final destination of the 
Boston City Hall on February 28, where they planned to 
meet with public officials to relay their message. 

Local Military Family Speaks Out

He didn't see his child take his first steps. He 
missed the holidays and will miss his wife's birthday later 
this month. 

For Mattapoisett resident Ryan McGrath, an 
Army sergeant who is serving his second 12-month tour 
in eastern Afghanistan, these sacrifices are just part of his 
everyday reality. 

The sacrifices of U.S. troops - especially soldiers 
deployed abroad - are a great strain on the approximate 
3 million military family members in the country. About 
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97,000 U.S. troops currently are deployed to Afghanistan, 
with 1,702 active duty and 1,542 guard / reserve personnel 
from Massachusetts deployed to the Middle East, 
according to Major Monica Matoush, a public affairs 
official at the Department of Defense. 

Sgt. McGrath, who grew up in the Tri-Town, is 
a face behind the statistic, and leaves behind a wife, a 
15-month old son and his mother who do all they can to 
cope with his absence. 

In February, Sgt. McGrath spent two weeks in 
Mattapoisett - his first trip stateside since last summer. 
Sgt. McGrath and his family spoke about the war, and the 
struggles they have faced. 

The family endures constant worry for Sgt. 
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McGrath, who serves in a particularly dangerous unit - 
an infantry unit that is part of a cavalry squad that "does 
the dirty work/' Sgt. McGrath said. His unit is stationed 
in an old AMP police station in a corrupt area near the 
Pakistani border, he added. 

"It's been difficult for my wife and mother/' 
the sergeant said. Last fall, shortly after his second 
deployment, his unit lost 11 soldiers after an attack from 
rogue Afghan soldiers. He lost a close friend he had 
known when stationed at Fort Campbell prior to his 
second deployment in Afghanistan. 

"[His deployment] got crazy real fast. One of his 
friends got blown up by an Afghan police officer. If my 
husband hadn't [hurt] his fingers in a dumbbell accident 
the day before, he would have been in the truck [that 
exploded]. He would have been dead. It was luck of the 
draw," his wife, Stephanie McGrath, said. 

"Most of the [11 guys] were married men with 
children. Those guys lived together, did everything 
together," his mother, Kelly Johnson, added. 

During the most recent deployment, Ms. McGrath 
and their toddler son Gunner have lived with Ms. 
Johnson. "They support each other," the sergeant said. 

The stress of being a young mom with her 
husband abroad has taken a toll on Ms. McGrath, Ms. 
Johnson said. At Christmas dinner, Ms. McGrath suffered 
an unexpected seizure that left her unconscious. As part 
of her recovery, she is not allowed to drive for six months. 
As a homebound stay-at-home mom, "she hasn't had 
much support." 

"She is very consumed with child rearing, and 
getting through day by day, trying to be strong for the 
baby," her mother-in-law said. 

"[The deployment] definitely has taken a toll on 
everyone and everything, and you have to have strength 
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Roby's 
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to get through every day without breaking down. We 
have things to look forward to and that makes it worth it. 
But that scary feeling that we'll never reach those goals 
together is overwhelming. God could snatch him away 
any second/' Ms. McGrath said. 

Finding support is not always easy The two 
closest centers that assist military family are at the Otis 
Air National Guard Base in Cape Cod and the Naval 
Station in Newport - a considerable distance from the Tri- 
Town area, Ms. McGrath and Ms. Johnson said. 

"When he's deployed, basically the army doesn't 
reach out to you. . . They will call you when something 
happens but otherwise you are on your own," Ms. 
McGrath said, although she has received calls from the 
family readiness group, an army- wide organization that 
prepares families for news of a loss. 

In the meantime, Sgt. McGrath and his wife work 
hard to keep their marriage strong. Of their three years 
together, they have spent two years apart. 

"We talk on phone and on the computer as much 
as possible. Thank god we love each other very much. It's 
tough to take care of our son and wait for him every day," 
Ms. McGrath said. 

The sergeant said that his unit has four computers 
and two phones - run off satellite - at his disposal 
whenever he has time to communicate with his family. 
It takes three weeks for a package to arrive from his 
Mattapoisett home, he said. 

However, loneliness can persist. 

"It's completely lonely and hard to raise a son. 
You make something with someone then are left to take 
care of it yourself. He is father's twin, so sometimes it's 
hard to look at him," Ms. McGrath said. Also, as opposed 
to being on the base where she was surrounded by "army 
wives," she knows only one other military wife in the area 
who can relate to her experience. 

For now, Sgt. McGrath is on what his wife calls 
"the home stretch" of deployment. The sergeant has 
decided to formally end his service once he returns this 
summer, and use the GI Bill to pay for college and obtain 
a degree in business and finance. 

"I'm looking forward to just being with my son 
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and wife and living a normal life. It is hard to do that 
now/' Sgt. McGrath said. 

Speaking frankly about the war, he said that 
Afghan locals for the most part are unwelcoming and 
wonder what the United States is doing there. ''My 
personal opinion is that the country is not going to 
stabilize/' he said. 

However, that does not diminish his pride in 
serving for the armed forces to better his life and country. 
"For the average American, it was a last resort. But for me 
it was the best resort," he said. 

To acknowledge and solidify support for military 
families. First Lady Michele Obama and Jill Biden are 
reportedly unveiling a major initiative next month that 
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will center on employment, education, wellness and 
public awareness. More details are expected soon.

Board Issues Last Chance for Dog 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Naida Parker 
on February 28, 2011 at 7:00 pm in the Rochester town 
hall. Also in attendance were Selectmen Richard Nunes 
and Bradford Morse and Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera. 

The minutes of the February 14, 2011 meeting 
were approved. 

An appointment with Brendan Annett of the 
Buzzard's Bay Coalition concerning the Hathaway Pond 
Dam was postponed to the March 14 Board meeting. 

In his town administrator's report, Mr. LaCamera 
informed the Board that a recent article in a newspaper 
indicated that municipalities in the SouthCoast were 
considering the regionalization of dispatch services 
for cost savings. Mr. LaCamera wanted to clarify with 
the public that Rochester was not included in that 
regionalization effort because it had already conducted 
studies into the possibility of regionalizing dispatch. "We 
really did analyze it, but there weren't any cost savings to 
the town," said Mr. LaCamera. 

In a Rochester Memorial School project update, 
Mr. LaCamera said that two air handling units slated for 
roof installation at the school had been vandalized at their 
storage location in West Bridgewater. The damage will 
be covered by town insurance, Mr. LaCamera said, but 
the units need to be fixed promptly to keep the project on 
schedule. 

In a Fiscal Year 2012 update, Mr. LaCamera 
informed the Board that the budget process has begun, 
and he was "concerned about budgets overall". He was 
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particularly concerned with a $450,000 budget increase for 
Rochester's portion of Old Rochester Regional' s operation 
budget, and said that the ORR budget will be discussed at 
an upcoming meeting. 

"The [budget] situation at the state level certainly 
isn't going to get any better," said Mr. LaCamera. "It 
might even get worse." 

In their first appointment, the Board met with the 
Marion Board of Selectmen and Jon Gregory of Tata and 
Howard, a water and wastewater consultant company. 
Tata and Howard was hired by the town of Marion to 
help with ongoing well testing and an action plan for 
wells that showed elevated levels of perchlorate in routine 
testing of September 2010. The wells belong to Marion 
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by our staff of professional interior designers. 

Texture, Color, Placement and Function are 
essential elements to any interior home design. 
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but are located in Rochester in a triangular section of land 
between Marion Road, Mary's Pond Road, and Walnut 
Plain Road. 

Perchlorate, according to Mr. Gregory, is an 
inorganic chemical that is found in propellants and 
explosives. It is "highly mobile in water'', he said, and can 
remain in water for a long time. High levels of perchlorate 
affect thyroid function, growth, and development, 
especially for fetuses and children. Massachusetts has a 
perchlorate limit of 2 PPB (parts per billion). The "East" 
well and "West" well of this area registered a perchlorate 
level of 2.2 PPB. 

This issue prompted the closing of the wells and 
Marion funded further testing of private wells in the area. 
Cooperating abutters submitted to testing, Mr. Gregory 
said, but the seven private wells tested were within the 
limits of safety, with only one well coming in slightly 
elevated at 1.1 PPB. 

In a two-part remediation phase, Mr. Gregory 
said that Marion would: 

• Compile data on local wells, records of 
fireworks and blasting in the area. 

• Install monitoring wells. Monitoring wells are 
about 1.5 inches in diameter, no more than 30 feet deep, 
and have a lockable, tamper-proof cap for water testing. 

• Attempt to conduct further well testing along 
Mary's Pond Road and in a subdivision north of Gifford 
Park. 

Chairman Parker assuaged a concerned resident 
that Rochester would not incur any costs from the well 
testing. She also thanked the Marion selectmen for 
involving Rochester in discussions from the beginning of 
the situation. "I appreciate the follow-up to keep us in the 
loop," she said. 

In a second appointment, the Board conducted 
a public hearing for a dog nuisance. The dog in question 
was a 12-year-old mixed-breed dog belonging to Michael 
and Sherry Delk of 76 Ryder Road. The hearing was not 
the first one for the dog - prior non-compliance orders 
had been issued by the Board and the police chief in 2004, 
2005, 2007 and 2008. 

According to neighbor Christopher Makuch, 
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incidents of the dog wandering onto abutting property 
have been an ongoing issue. There was some respite from 
the issue after a 2008 restraining order was filed, but he 
said the issue resurfaced over the winter. 

''The dog is constantly going to the bathroom 
in my yard/' said Mr. Makuch. "My kids should be able 
to play in the yard." Nine complaints in January and 
February of 2011 had been filed for the dog in question. 
Mr. Makuch said that the previous hearing had made a 
difference for a while. "It was good," he said. "I don't 
know what happened." 

Mr. Delk, the dog owner, said that the weather 
and snow have made it difficult to keep the dog in its 
pen. He expressed dismay at the repeated dog hearing, 
saying that "there had to be a better way" to resolve the 
difference. He further explained letting the dog off its 
leash: "I thought the dog was off its probationary period. 
That was my fault. . . the weather's been tough. It's been 
hard to keep her corralled." 

The Board confirmed that the town had 
deliberated between banishment or putting the dog down 
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at the 2007 hearing. An agreement was reached with the 
Delks to simply keep the dog leashed on their property. 
However, there was no statute of limitations to the 
restraining order, which means the dog should have been 
still restrained at all times. 

"The bottom line is - you have got to keep the 
dog restrained to your property. . . even though it's not 
easy to do in bad weather,'' said Chairman Parker. 

Upon suggestion of police chief Paul Magee, the 
Board voted to issue a new restraining order for the dog 
to stay on the Delk property, with the understanding that, 
if the town has to pick the dog up, it will banish it from 
town. 

In correspondence, the Board received a $291,779 
SEMASS payment in lieu of taxes for January. 

The next Rochester Board of Selectmen meetings 
will be held on March 14 and 28, and April 11 and 25. 

The Board voted to adjourn at 7:48 pm. 

New Building Department Fees Adopted 

Marion Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Vice Chairman Stephen 
Cushing on March 1, 2011 in the Marion Town House at 
7:00 pm. Also in attendance were Selectman Jonathan 
Henry, Town Administrator Paul Dawson and Assistant to 
the Selectmen Debbie Paiva. Chairman Roger Blanchette 
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was not in attendance. 

The minutes of the February 15, 2011 meeting 
were approved. 

The Board addressed a recommendation from 
Building Commissioner Scott Shippey to consider 
swearing in Andrew Bobola for the position of alternate 
building inspector in Marion. Mr. Bobola is currently the 
building inspector in Mattapoisett, and according to Mr. 
Shippey, the town of Marion has turned to Mr. Bobola 
before for ''his wealth of experience''. Mr. Bobola is a state 
certified building inspector, said Mr. Dawson. 

"I'd like to explore a wider field before I can make 
a recommendation," said Selectman Henry. Selectman 
Cushing supported his colleague's request and no action 
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was taken. Mr. Dawson said that he would advertise the 
position. 

Upon recommendation of Harbormaster Michael 
Cormier, the Board voted to appoint Paul Hyde, a Marion 
resident, to replace former assistant harbormaster Kyle 
Letender. 

The Board then met with the town's newly hired 
Director of Recreation, Jonathan ''Jody'' Dickerson. In his 
first request, Mr. Dickerson asked the Board to consider 
transferring the task of recreation land scheduling back 
to the recreation department. At some point, the Board of 
Selectmen had voted to absorb the task, but Mr. Dickerson 
said that, for the sake of continuity and potential 
scheduling conflicts, he would like his department to 
oversee recreational permit applications. Permit pulling 
for areas like Washburn Park and Silvershell Beach would 
be included in this shift, but not municipal buildings like 
the Music Hall, he said. 

'Tt makes sense to do it in one place instead of 
piecemeal,'' said Mr. Dawson in support of the proposal. 

A revamped version of the town's recreation 
department website - www.MarionRecreation.com 
- allows applicants to find the facilities request form 
online, Mr. Dickerson said. 

'T think it's a good idea to stovepipe it under one 
department," said Selectman Henry. "It's a good idea." 

Mr. Dawson assured the public that they could 
still come to the Board of Selectmen office if they had 
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questions about the facility request process. "There will be 
no disruption of service/' he said. 

The Board voted to relinquish the task of 
permitting recreational facility requests to Mr. Dicker son's 
department. 

In an appointment with Building Commissioner 
Scott Shippey the Board heard proposed changes to the 
town's building department permit fees. Mr. Shippey said 
that there had been no changes in the past five years, and 
the updated fee schedule was very fair. "We are very well 
under [other towns]/' he said, adding that he compared 
their rates to other municipalities, "from Fairhaven to 
Carver". 

While most of the rates increased - including 
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electrical permit costs, which "increased evenly across the 
board'' - plumbing and gas permits actually decreased, 
due to what Mr. Shippey called "double-charging''. In 
the past, contractors were being charged for both the 
plumbing and gas permit, when only one inspection was 
necessary. While both permits will have to be pulled, the 
charge for each permit will be reduced from $100 to $50 to 
make the fee more "reasonable," Mr. Shippey said. 

Mr. Shippey also doubled fines for building 
permits that had to be pulled "late" - that is, after 
construction has already begun. He said that this measure 
would hopefully deter illegal construction and fee 
dodging. 

The Board voted to accept the new building 
department fee schedule as presented by Mr. Shippey. The 
new fees will be implemented effective April 1, 2011. 

The Board then voted to appoint Matthew 
Goodwin on a six-month probationary period to the 
Marion EMS department, upon EMS Director Jeffrey 
Habicht's recommendation. 

In a second discussion with Recreation Director 
Jody Dickerson, the Board considered a suggestion from 
Mr. Dickerson to eliminate the position of Beach Director, 
to be absorbed by the Recreation Director. This possibility 
had been considered before Mr. Dickerson was hired, 
and Mr. Dawson said that the move would potentially 
improve "functionality" and "efficiency". 

Mr. Dickerson, who was previously a camp 
director at Lake Winnipesaukee in New Hampshire, 
said that he has plenty of experience with lifeguards and 
would be an apt supervisor for the beaches. When away 
from the beaches, Mr. Dickerson said he would leave 
supervision duties to an appointed senior lifeguard. 

The Board agreed with Mr. Dickerson's 
recommendation and voted to combine the roles of 
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Recreation Director and Beach Director. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. Dawson 
gave praise to the fire department for their work at a 
recent house fire at Bullivant Farm Road. The fire was 
serious, said Mr. Dawson, but it "had the potential to be 
a far more dangerous situation than it turned out.'' Mr. 
Dawson thanked Chief Thomas Joyce, the Marion fire 
department, and the fire departments of the responding 
towns - Fairhaven, Rochester, Mattapoisett, Wareham and 
Onset - for their work in responding to the blaze. 

The Board voted to enter executive session at 7:55 
pm for the purpose of collective bargaining and ongoing 
litigation. 
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T-Mobile Defends Proposed Tower 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

A regular meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals was called to order by Chairman Robert Wedge 
at 7:00 pm on Thursday, February 24, 2011. 

The commission reopened a public hearing 
regarding a proposed 130-foot cell phone tower on land 
owned by Barbara DeCosta, on Derby Lane, which 
abuts Washburn Lane in Marion. Applicant T-Mobile, 
represented by Atty. Fran Parisi and other consultants, 
responded to a peer review report compiled for the 
town by Isotrope, a wireless and broadcast technology 
consultant. 

In response to comments in the report, Atty. 
Parisi stressed that receiving relief from the Zoning Board 
through two special permits and one variance was what 
town officials advised. "We don't want to get denied for 
procedural technicality'' Atty. Parisi said. "We were told 
to do it this way." He said for that reason, the applicant 
did not seek relief through the Planning Board. 

The applicant responded to concerns about the 
height of the tower. According to radio frequency expert 
Brian Eicens, T-Mobile originally desired to construct 
a 170-foot tower, but had difficulty meeting setback 
requirements for abutting residential property 

The proposed 130-foot tower, he said, meets 
setback requirements for neighboring properties but does 
not for Route 195. "The state typically does not care, that 
is why we are asking for a waiver," he said, noting that 
throughout the commonwealth, cell towers have been 
constructed near highways. 

Overall, the purpose of the cell tower is to provide 
reliable coverage on a major thoroughfare along the 195 
interchange, which spans about three quarters of a mile, 
Atty Parisi explained. The consultant showed a map of 
the spotty cell phone reception. "That is the problem we 
need to solve," he said. 

To that end, Mr. Parisi answered criticism that 
T-Mobile is not proposing the tower on public sites and 
others, including the VFW, which is listed as an acceptable 
location under town bylaws. Brian Eicens said that the 
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VFW site is simply too far from the targeted coverage 
area. 

"If we could use [these sites], we'd be using them. 
None work/' Mr. Parisi added. 

Town Counsel Jon Whitten stressed to the 
applicant that, ''the record has to reflect that [T-Mobile] 
has exhausted alternatives." 

Atty. Parisi said he thought adequate evidence 
had been presented, but was willing to provide additional 
information documenting why sites allowed under the 
bylaw do not work. 

He did add that, "there is questionable validity 
of a bylaw that only specifies public land. The [Attorney 
General] routinely shuts down such bylaws." An 
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amendment to the bylaw that allows the ZB A more 
latitude in providing relief is appropriate to tap into, he 
said. "I believe we've done the right thing by using the 
most recent amendment of the bylaw/' 

However, Mr. Wedge weighed in. "The town 
meeting adopted this bylaw for a reason,'' he said. 

Abutter Jim Tripp, who lives 140 feet from the 
proposed tower, questioned why the applicant did not 
propose constructing the tower further away from his 
property on the DeCosta property. Atty. Parisi responded 
that the proposed location was chosen in part because it 
is outside the wetlands buffer zone, saving the applicant 
a trip to Conservation Commission. The applicant did 
express willingness to put in a stockade fence, although 
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the abutter said that T-Mobile should be willing to go 
through the ConCom to increase the proposed tow^er's 
setback from his property. 

To allow the board more time to review the 
applicant's formal response to the peer review, T-Mobile 
granted the town an extension through March 24. 

With nothing left on the agenda, the board 
adjourned. 

Baywatch Hearing Continued 

Marion Conservation Commission

A meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission was called to order on Wednesday, February 
23, 2011 at 7:00 pm by Chairman Joel D. Hartley Also 
present were members Norman A. Hills, Wendy L. 
Carreau and Associate Member Jeff Oakes and Secretary 
Diane R. Drake. 

The first appointment concerned a Notice of 
Intent filed by applicant John Hubbard Jr. to construct a 
single family dwelling, a sewage disposal system and a 
driveway, with associated grading/ filling and excavation 
at Lot 5 A Front Street, a grandfathered lot in a 100-year 
flood zone. At issue was the frequent flooding of the 
lot by both inland and coastal waters, including Benson 
Brook and nearby Bear Swamp. 

Abutter Stacy Frates spoke and said that she 
missed the prior hearings of the applicant's proposal 
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because the abutters' notice was sent to 67 Front Street 
instead of 670 Front Street. 

"There is no part of this property that does not 
flood/' Ms. Frates commented. She presented a series of 
photographs taken in 2005 showing the flooding of Lot 
5 A as coming from both the tidal surge and the overflow 
of the two waterways, one being Benson Brook, near 
the property. Ms. Frates also said that she is against the 
proposal because of the effect that the proposed home 
would have with water displaced onto abutting property 
and Route 105. 

"I can't mow my lawn until June because the 
ground is so wet, and the proposed entry and driveway 
to the proposed property will be underwater at least twice 
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a year/' Ms. Frates said. 

The board discussed the issue of compensatory 
storage as required under flood zoning regulations. 
The plan presented by the applicant did not detail the 
compensatory storage issue. The board was concerned 
about the displacement of water onto both Route 105 and 
onto an abutting property. The applicant agreed to revise 
the plans to comply with the compensatory storage issue. 
The hearing was continued until March 23 at 7:00 pm. 

The next appointment was for A. Neil Pappalardo 
for discussion regarding proposed minor changes to 
the new dwelling project at 90 Moorings Road. Mr. 
Bob Rogers of Tibbetts Engineering represented the 
applicant. Mr. Rogers said that he was responding to an 
Order of Conditions issued by the Marion Conservation 
Commission last year. 

The revised plans showed minor changes to the 
circular driveway and a set of steps near the parking and 
drop off area. The board agreed that the revised plans 
were within the scope of the originally approved plan, but 
wanted to see the plans showing exactly where the hay 
bales and silt fence were located on the drawings. 

The applicant agreed to make the changes and to 
meet with the board to finalize the matter on March 23 at 
7:10 pm. 

The next appointment, which was continued until 
March 9 at 7:40 pm was with Bay Watch Realty Trust's 
Notice of Intent to construct a 168-unit affordable housing

ORR Language Students' "Mini-Lessons"

Ms. Pretat explained, initially these mini-lessons were 
presented to the seventh graders when they were 
choosing their eighth grade language. But when the 
initial language year was changed to seventh grade, the 
program fizzled out. This was because the logistics of 
going to the elementary schools rather than next door to 
the junior high were more complicated. 

"We are piloting the program again this year 
hoping that we can continue it in the future," Ms. Pretat 
said. "It lets the sixth graders sample each language and 
learn a little bit of culture and geography. Hopefully, 
this program will open up a discussion with parents as to 
which language each student will choose." 

The 20 ORR students teaching the foreign 
language mini-lessons were divided into three groups, 
with each group going to a different elementary school. At 
the elementary school, the sixth graders were divided into 
three groups as well. These groups were presented with a 
half -hour lesson on one of the languages. Every half-hour, 
the ORR students rotated to the next room. By the time 
they were finished, every sixth grader received a mini- 
lesson in each of the three languages. 

The sixth graders will also be given a letter 
from the language teachers at the junior and senior high 
schools to bring home to their parents. This letter explains 
the mini-lessons and asks parents to discuss foreign 
language course choices, and to visit the junior and senior 
high school websites to look at the language pages and

Stalags. Martin will bring this to life through the stories 
he brings to the Mattapoisett Historical Society, including 
ones about a near lynching, a nightmare trek across 
Germany, and the ingenious ways in which POWs coped 
with hunger and the tedium of the Stalag existence. 
Martin will also bring artifacts from his POW days 
including a knapsack crafted from a shirt, a hat that he 
bartered for cigarettes, and his diary written on the backs 
of cigarette packages. 

Petty Officer First Class Norman Gayer enlisted 
in the Navy in 1942 while still a student at Providence 
GoUege.

Tri-Town Hauntings? 

By Anne Kakley 

Admit it. You've driven 
Wolf Island Road before just for 
fun. You've creeped by the Ellis- 
Bolles cemetery slowly, hoping to 
spot the specters hanging from the 
trees or catch a glimpse of some 
bloody, ghostly King Philip's battle 
You are disappointed every time, 

but one of these days, you are finally going to see something 
spooky. Right? 

According to author Tim Weisberg, there are plenty 
of spooky things to see on the SouthCoast - including 
some paranormal hotspots right here in the Tri-Town. In a 
debut book called Ghosts of the SouthCoast, Mr. Weisberg 
details many of the alleged SouthCoast hauntings, including 
the nefarious legends of Fall River, 
Wareham, Buzzard's Bay, Fairhaven, 
Acushnet, New Bedford, Lakeville, 
Freetown, Dartmouth, Westport and of 
course: the Tri-Town. 

Mr. Weisberg, a professional 
sports reporter and radio personality, 
weaves the stories of SouthCoast 
yesteryear deftly. Thanks to his 
effortless writing style, you will want 
to set aside a four or five hour chunk 
of time to complete this book, because 
once you pick it up, you won't be able 
to put it down. 

Besides telling the legends 
behind the alleged hauntings, Mr. 
Weisberg also incorporates personal 
experience into many of his stories. 
An experienced ghost hunter, Mr. 
Weisberg shares his EVP (electronic 
voice phenomenon) experiences from 
locations that he and his ghost team 
have investigated. At the Ellis Bolles 

cemetery in Mattapoisett, he claims that he and his radio ghost 
entourage. Spooky SouthCoast, recorded a hair-raising EVP 
that they believe was associated with a nearby tombstone. 

Even the Kinsale Inn - formerly the Mattapoisett 
Inn - is included in the collection. According to legend, a sea 
captain (possibly Captain Charles Bryant) frequented the top 
floor of the inn and wrote memoirs that were never found. 
Some people think that Captain Bryant still frequents the inn. 




And did you know that the Tri-Town is - literally - out of this 
world? Mr. Weisberg asserts that several Rochester residents 
have approached him about alleged UFO sightings. 

The Tri-Town is only a small portion of the 
SouthCoast represented in Ghosts of the SouthCoast. One 
of the most fascinating historical tidbits revealed by Mr. 
Weisberg is the fact that the Millicent Library in Fairhaven 
once had a particularly disturbing grotesque figure in the 
relief on the side of the building. After public sentiment urged 
to have the grotesque figure removed (because it too much 
resembled a devil), it was placed in the library director's 
office where it sits today, with a bible on its head to reduce its 
alleged bad juju. 

Included in this collection are the expected 
SouthCoast legends like the Lizzie Borden axe murders and 
the spectral aftermath of the bloody King Philip's War that 
was waged in Southeastern Massachusetts. But in addition to 
the expected, Mr. Weisberg includes several legends that will 
surprise the seasoned local ghost hunter. 
Ghosts of the SouthCoast is a chance to 
hear more about a troubled female spirit 
who can be seen along the Acushnet 
River - she acts "animalistic", says 
Mr. Weisberg, and there is something 
crudely carved into the flesh of her 
back - but no one has ever gotten close 
enough to decipher her disfigurement. 

Ghosts of the SouthCoast is a 
fun read. My one criticism would be 
the lack of primary sourcing. I would 
have loved to see more news articles 
referenced in the book to confirm some 
of the legends that the book alludes to. 
This criticism of this book is also, in a 
way, its greatest attribute. Sourcing is 
boring - it is the giant, wet blanket of 
ghost-chasing and local legend. It's far 
more entertaining to assume that the 
sordid tales are true. 

Mr. Weisberg does a great job 
entertaining the reader with his 
retellings. Ghosts of the SouthCoast will make you look at 
your daily haunts in a new way. 

Pros: Fun to read, nice writing style, and lots of 
familiar names and locations. 

Cons: Some secondary sourcing and conjecture, but 
it's all in good fun.

Death Race

Drive Angry 3D. Starring Nicolas Cage and Amber 
Heard. Directed by Patrick Lussier. Running time: 104 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

What we have here, folks, is body parts flying 
through the air in 3D, gratuitous sex and nudity in 3D, 
Satanic rituals in 3D, supernatural bullets blowing car 
doors off in 3D ... Doesn't sound like your thing? Turn 
the page. Drive Angry 3D is a rock-solid, fist-pumping 
grindhouse throwback about ten times more entertaining 
than almost anything in Grindhouse. Gleefully shameless, 
the movie wallows in wrongness, and that's exactly where 
an exploitation flick needs to be. It is also, of course, 
as dumb as a box of hair, but when delivered with wit 
and commitment, as it is here, dumbness can be more 
satisfying and liberating than anything that won Oscars 
last weekend. 

Nicolas Cage helps a lot. Cage is in iconic bad- 
ass mode here as John Milton, a former criminal out 
to rescue his granddaughter from a Satanic cult. I've 
seen reviews that give away what Milton really is, and 
I've seen reviews that don't. I won't. What I will say is 
that Milton has a way of attracting women who usually 
fall for bad boys. They fall very hard, very quickly for 
him. His relationship with foul-mouthed, hard-punching 
ex- waitress Piper (Amber Heard), however, remains 
chaste. He needs her help, and, more specifically, her ex- 
boyfriend's '69 Charger. I suspect that if Piper's ex drove 
a modem hybrid, Milton might 've kept looking; he and 
the movie both worship classic muscle cars. 

Any movie that casts William Fichtner as a 
mysterious emissary who calls himself The Accountant 
and can kill two men with a flip of a quarter has done half 
its work already. Strolling through the chaos with amusing 




sangfroid, Fichtner is also responsible for perpetuating 
what I guess is a new micro-trend in recent movies: this 
is the second time in as many weeks in which a character 
sits completely deadpan inside a vehicle falling backward 
from a great height, last week's example being Unknown. 
The Accountant is on Milton's trail, while Milton is 
pursuing Jonah King (Billy Burke), the leader of the 
Satanic cult. You know Jonah is evil because he's a white 
man with a soul patch. He also has '70s hair and sideburns 

— whoever groomed Burke for the role knew what kind 
of film this is. 

After an unpromising start with the execrable 
Dracula 2000, director Patrick Lussier has recently 
given himself a second life as a designer of cheerfully 
meretricious 3D drive-in fare; his previous effort was 
2009 's My Bloody Valentine 3D, much loved by a section 
of horror fandom. Drive Angry 3D, too, dabbles in horror 
and gore; it is, unlike Milton's preferred vehicles, a hybrid 

— a mix of lowball 42nd-Street revengeploitation and 
supernatural schlock, complete with a Satanic cadre that 
travels in a bland-looking Winnebago (an affront to the 
hard-driving Milton).
